NEW PRINCIPAL FOR QUEEN'S. 



KINGSTON, Ont. —At a meeting 
of Queen's University' ti:ustees, the 
appointment of Rev. Dr, R. Bt-uce 
Taylor. Montreal, as principal, duties 
to cofnmence on the first of Decem- 
ber, was ratified. 

Dr. E. Flaramer, Harvard, was ap- 
pointed assistant professor of phy- 
sics, 'and O. S. F. Smith, assistant 
professor of physics In Pennsylvania 
State College, was appointed lecturer 
in physics.. / . 

Notice was received from the On- 
tario Department of Education that 
the agreement with regard to the 
faculty of education at Queen's was 
to be' terminated in July, 1918. 



The first meeting of the Chemical 
Society this session was hew In the 
Chemistry and Mining Building at 6 
o'clock oni October 12th, After the 
reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting, the retiring president, 
Dr. F. W. Skirrow, called for nom- 
inations for president and secretary 
for the ensuing year. 

-Mr. O. Muss was unanimously 
elected president, and . Mr, E. G. 
?oung, secretary. 

There followed upon this a very fit- 
ting tribute ifrojn Dr. R. F. Ruttay, to 
two world renowned chemists whose 
deaths occurred during the last sum- 
mer, Adolf von Balyer, and E. Buch- 
ner. The death of the late Dr. Glrd- 
wood and his Illustrious career were 
referred no, and the society expressed 
Its deep regret by a resolution of sym- 
pathy to the family of the deceased. 

The paper of the evening, entitled 
"The Bucher Process for the Fixa-^ 
tton of Atmospheric Nitrogen," was 
then presented by Dr. Skirrow in à 
most Interesting and. ludd manner, 
manner. Briefly stated, the pro- 
cess is the production of sodium ' cy- 
anide from sodium carbonate by the 
action of carbon and nltro:;en, using 
Iron as a catalyser. The three solid 
substances are mixed thoroughly to- 
gethc'r. and prepared in the form, of 
small liimps, called "briquettes." 
These are placed in a perpendicular 
iron pipe and either nitrogen or pro- 
ducer gas passed through It The 
7lpe is maintained at a temperature 
of 800 to 1,000 deg. C. The sodium 
lyanlde passes out of the top when It 
's collected. 

The process Is being worked by the 
Nitrogen Products Co., commerclal- 
'y, and If successful the world need 
■lave no fear for the nitrogenous ter- 
tlHzer to produce Its food stuffs.

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Just at present, the first year men arc occupying a prominent 
p»rt in the eyes of most students of the University, both on account 
of the initiation period through which they are passing, and also as 
promising material for employment - in various directions. The 
freshmen are learning that while in numbers they form the larger 
part of the student body, in many other respects they must be con- 
tent to assume a subordinate position. The experience is a whole- 
some one. It tends to help along the necessary readjustment of 
perspective which comes to each man on entering a great University 
like McGill. The former school-boy must learn that, however impor- 
tant a man' be may have been at his high school, at college he may 
rise only by merit,' and that hard work is necessary before he can 
expect recognition by men who are his seniors. 

l^.this connection the/following from the ''Red i|nd Black "of 
niversity of Georgia, struck us as to the point and of consider- 
interest. 

"Many Freshmen have perhaps by this time reached the con- 
clusion, that life, at the University of Georgia, is just one ini- 
tiation after another. A large number of you have come in per- 
sonal contact with the Sophs., and have no doubt, too, gone through 
ope of the literary societies or the initiation of some other organiza- 
tioB-hére. Others perhaps, have bought choice Chapel seats, 'sub- 
scribed to sums to cover the sun-dial, or have been imposed on in 
various other ways. Do not let this worry you, though, for.you have 
been treited,no worse th^n the classes which have passed before you. 

ThC:stiîdèiit body as a whole is not in favour of hazing, to the 
extent to which it is often carried ; and the faculty does not in the 
least sanctioii it. In like manner the 'Bed and Black' does not ap- 
prove of it, but it is a custom which can not easily' be .wiped out al- 
together. If you have been unfortunate or made the 'goat' of in any 
way, i^ce it like a man and make the'best of things as they are In 
after months you will be proud of the faet that yoa stnek it out . and 
weathered the storm. There is not a single old man who does not 
welcome you or who would not do anything in his power to help 
you in tiine of real tronble. The- Democracy of Georgia's Campus is 
well known all over the Southland, and in just a few weeks you will 
forget the fact 'that you. are a Freshman, and will become blended 
into that unequalled unity— the Cteorgia Student Body. However, 
don't forget then that you are still a first-year man and should re 
spect the advice of the older students. They have stood the glare 
for a number of years now, and they should know best what you 
need. 

Your class-room work should, of course, receive your first at 
tention. Your college career depends entirely on getting started 
right and sticking by it. Dopesters of the World's Series said that 
the team that won the opening game Iiad a marked advantage over 
its opponents. That is what they term 'getting the jump.' It is the 
same way with your college course. jL' you attend classes regular- 
ly, do faithful Work and get a good foundation during your first 
yeér, you will have secured the "Jump' on your year's work. The 
rest will be easy sailing. 

Next' to class-room wprk your time should be given to the vari- 
ous student activities — literary societies, dubs, debating, athletic 
games, T. M. C. A., etc. Those who were present at the 'College 
Night* exercises have already been made familiar with these organi- 
zations. The good one derives from these different spheres of col- 
l^Sge'life often means more to him in after years than that which 
it got from books. 

. A number of froshmen every year take up cigarette smoking 
as soon as they enter college, and . thus endanger their.-hçalth at. the 
tender age of,— perhaps not over sixteen.

FAMOUS BIOGRAPHY PRESENT 
ED TO OXFORD.^

LONDON, England.— The Dictionary 
of National Biography, which GcorKC 
Murray Smith started in 1882 at lils 
own expense, }a said to form the most 
extensive national collection of biog 
raphies ever published. It has had 
two eminent literary men for its cdl 
tors. Sir I/eslie Stephen and S^r Bid 
ney Lee. A volume was published 
each quarter with unfailing regular 
Ity until its completion in 1900. 
the following year three supplement 
ary volumes were issued, bringing the 
whole number to 66, and completing 
the biographies down to the close. of 
the reign of Queen Victoria. During 
the years 1908-9 the work was re-is 
sued in 22 volumes, and' to' this issue 
a second ' supplement of three volumes 
was added by Mrs. (îeorge Smith in 
1912, bringing the biographies up 
the end of 1911. The family have pre 
sented the work to the Urii.versity of 
Oxford, and future 'issues wWl be pub 
lished by the Oxford University Press

There is one woril, 
runo, which, saya (>>mparettl, charac> 
terizes and distinguishes thç tradi- 
tional poetry of the Finns, whether 
to subject or as to form, this last 
being one and essentially Its own. 
There is one single meter for songs of 
every kind — epic, magic, lyric — one 
rule of composition for all, and in all 
singular homogeneity of tone and 
style. 'Poetical outpouring,' saya the 
same authority, 'and the formulation 
of the. feelings and thought of the 
present, moment, of past memories, of 
fanciful imaginings, may vary with 
place and occasion; it .may be a, pro- 
verb or an adage put into* verse; it 
may be a song. of love, of .Joy, or of 
niouming; it may be a wedding song, 
a song with some other object; but tlte 
song, a song tel^ng ot ancient myths 
and the story of wondrous feasts, .or 
a song with some other objet; but the 
vein, the quality ot the metal, the 
mold, tn all these -effusions are ever 
one and the same. The . singer, the 
iaulaja, repeats and creates at the 
same time. The mass of songs he has 
in his mind are for him common pro- 
perty to others and to himself. . . 
There is his textbook, his material, 
and at the same time the instrument 
with which to shape his own work. 
Verses of a song which we should call 
lyric he weaves into one which ew 
ihould call epic or maglc^ and vice 
versa.' 

"The rune is of great antiquity. It 
dates back to the early times wiien 
the , Finns were heathen, and as the 
poetic instinct among them is as pow 
erful as' It is ancient, they made use 
of it in giving expression to their re-

neas. 

Opening his mouth to 
apacity. the visitor uttered with pon- 
ieroua dignity the following solemr. 
declaration: "For many years have we 
of the planet of Mars studied the ques 
tlon that has so long puzzled ye o 
the lower realms, and I. by the mir- 
aculous work of my country Mars 
have been ktpt a freshte for yearf 
without number. At last our unsur- 
nasBOd scientists have found Hu 
ause of all this worry.

■rreenness-dyed in the/ liquid of my 
wn freshie bulb- to inform, other 
misinformed stri^/ers, after similar 
knowledge of the trouble caused by 
previous Investigations-while I, car- 
ry the namos-of those who foolishly 
have not benefitted by instruction and 
have not, by added knowledge, absorb- 
ed the green fluid. 



Ilgioua Ideas. With the aid of their 
ancient musical instrumMtt the kan- 
tele. 'Song was kept alive and handed 
down from generation to generation. 
The meter and the method ot versifi- 
oation made improvisation compara- 
tively easy, and many^diants composed 
by illiterate peasants', are charming. 
"The rune i^ aa Comparettl says, 
intially the poetry of the illiter- 
ate, the poetry of natnre. The singer 
iws gone through no course of stud- 
ies; he knows and asserts that he has 
. a rich vein due to no study 
and> to no school, unless' it be the 
school ot nature and of domestic life, 
where he learns, with his mother 
tongue, tJie songs handed down from 
his ancestors. The magis rune (loit- 
Buruno) is the rune par excellence. 
The ancient Finn shkd a magic song 
Çor every 111, for every good. 'These 
runes give us much valuable infor- 
mation regarding the ancient paganism 
and myths of the Finns, and in the 
end we see the Christian influence has 
penetrated into tb«m. FOr centuries 
the runes were praserved and added 
toj^then gradually tk* light, ot the 
'Renaissance began to spread." 
: 'The Renaissance "is associated with 
three great, nanies — Ellas Lonnrot, 
Johan Ludwig Runeberg, Johann Wil- 
helm Snellman. . . . Undoubtedly 
the greatest of the trio Is Iionnrot, the 
son of a poor tailor in a lonelyi re- 
mote village." 

"He roamed about, especially In Ka- 
relia, the fatherland of the runes, 
listening to and wrltng them , down 
fresh from the springs of song. The 
Finnish Literary Society came to his 
aid and placed him in possession of 
funds which enabled him to carry on 
his work without interruption, and 
the result of his wanderings was one 
ot the finest national epics of the 
time, the 'Kalevala,* which won for 
Lonnrot the title 'the Homer ot Fin- 
ianax«

Reinforcements to be raised are limited to 100,000 
men, who are being selected by the country, not by the military authority. 
Military control does not start until these men are d^osen. 

The Men Galled Can Help 

The first call Is for men between the agea of 20 and 34 induiive, who were unmarrleil or wîdowwi 
^vîthout chUdren on July 6, 1917. AU these men should go Immediately before a Mcthcal Board in this 
district for examination aa to physical fitness. If they are not placed in the Medical Cateewy A.,' 
thdr present obUgation ceases. If found physicaUy fit and pUced in Category A., they should, imme- 
diately after the issue of the proclamation calling out the fltit dass, vidt the nearest post office and 
report for service on a printed form luppUed. If reasonable ground fordainung exemptaon exists, 
an èxemption form may be obtained from the Postmaster, and filled out The Postmaster will lorward 
this form to the Kegis^ appointed far the district, and the man,8eeldng exemption wiU then be 
■dWsed by maU when and where he should' appear befoje an Ewmption Board to have his caa« 
taken up. ' ; 

The Employer's Part 

Employers wUlfiad h to their adivantage to see that aU the m«i in their cmBloy who hre in tha 
first class under the MiUtary Service Act appear as soon as possible before a Medical Board for exam- 
ination. Should an employer dedro exemption for any one of hU men who is found physicaUy fit, 
he may seelc it on the foUowing grounds: 

(1) that the national interest demands that a man be left at his work rather than . 
placed in military service. 

(2) that, instead of doing military service; a man should be used in work for which he • 
has special qualifications. 

(3) that it is expedient in the national interest that Instead of being employed fal 
Military Service, he should continue to be educated or tri^ned for any work for which he ia 

' then being educated or trained. • 

Duty of Parent or Near Relative 

Parents or near relatives of men in the dass called may apply for thdr emmption on the above 
grounds or because of some special domestic reasons.

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Before the wart there was never a 

sport, a match of strensth or of speed, 

in which we did not see among the 
competitors, now conqueror, now a 
dangerous rival of chaniplohs, this 
powerful atblete'witb the taoe of a Ro- 
man centurian. ' 

Paoli, with exceptional physical 
gifts, could, by speclallslns, have tak- 
en his place among the most formid- 
able champions of a sport. Ho did 
not ■wish to do so. Considering, doubt- 
less, that athletics merely constitut- 
ed a school for perfecting all the mus- 
cles, in which the human being should 
prepare with all his strength for life 
Itself, he devoted himself to all the 
more violent forma of sporting activ- 
ity: powerful footballer, runner of 100 
meters with progressive starting, long 
Jumper, champion of weight and disc 
throwing, he also triumphed in the 
Roman wrestling matches and In^ box- 
ing championships. 

Amongst all others, • the military 
championships have retained an un- 
forgettable impression of the year 
when FiUniot and PaoU, compeltors 
in the majority of the contests, he- 
tweon them carried off nearly all the 
trophies from the elite of youth of 
our army. ' . . 

For the last three years PaoU has 
had to apeciallze, in spite of himself. 
But the specialty, this time, is not 
likely to displease him. since It con- 
sists, in trench warfare, of utilising 
against the enemy his formidable 
disc-throwing talent, and of teach- 
ing the young athletes of the war the 
power and the precision of the ges- 
tures which bring death In their wake. 

It was the role of the Vie au Grand 
Air,, the well known Paris publication, 
to ask the war champion grenade 
thrower for details and souvenirs. He 
gives us them below. In the ' modest 
way which be likes, by placing before 
us the American champion, Ralph 
Rose, who would now have been un- 
der the Star i Spangled Banner, if 
death,, a little ^before the war, had not 
prematurely taken him. 

"Although each sport, by the train- 
ing of the muscle, by the self-con- 
troli the will-power, which it necessi- 
tates, has placed the athlete who prac- 
tised it in the forefront of the comba- 
tants, there are only, to my recollec- 
tion, two specialties which have been 
completely utilized In the war: shoot- 
ing and throwing the weight. 

I personally had the advantage of 
being especially trained for the last 
cport, and ftave been able to see for 
myself Its efficacy In trench warfare. 

It Is true, of course, that In going 
out to the assault the grenade tbroW' 
er cannot estimate with exactitude the 
share his task has in the .common of 
fenslve. There are too many factors of 
death around him— machine guns, bar- 
rage fire,, artillery action, which sec- 
ond his work. But in the life without 
moment, at the loopholes, ' on the 
other hand, there are moments when 
the grenade thrower feelg he is, fight 
Ing alone, and when he feels the pride 
of having the monopoly all u> him' 
self of death dealing gestures 

One day,' In partteualr.yl mjfaelt 
had this complete satisfaction. The 
sector was calm, otid I was resting 
in a dugout. The enemy trenches, 
about fifty metres off, seemed to be 
asleep, like our own, under the vlgl 
.ant and silent protection of the 
.vatcheru at the loopholes. Suddenly 
there itf a rifle shot from one of the 
camps— who knows which?— a reply, 
and soon the grehadb throwers are 
aroused. , 

The Huna had a "champion." Whilst 
our soldiers' shots fell short each 
time, he succeeded regularly In land- 
ing his murderous ■ projectiles In our 
lines. It must be remarked that the 
average of the grenadiers on both 
sides rarely exceeds throwers to 30 
metres. The powerlessness of the re- 
ply became irritating, and the un- 
equal duel, if prolonged, must have 
cost us dearly. ' .They came to fetch 
me. 

In my shirtsleeves, with on assist- 
ant behind me to pass me the projeo- 
tiles one by one, I took my placé at 
the grenade throwers' opening; It 
was an orgy fit sport, with frensled 
enthusiasm. The grenade is so light! 
I threw more than a hundred. At 
first there came from the othe^ side 
shouts, imprecations, an attempt at a 
reply. Biit I have always cultivated 
the precision of my throws, and, 
amidsti^tlie¥bIiunor%ahd ' acolanations 
of my comrades I 'reduced our adver- 
saries to silence,' and forced th,em to 
take shelter In their diigouts. To speak 
the truth. It was my finest champion- 
ship, the ones which I remember with 
the most pleasure. 

I have fought many others, in the 
lines,. There are so many annoying 
people to rid oneself of, so many 
■"clearlngs-out" to be effected, so many 
enfilading loopholes which seem to so- 
licit the efficient play of Vour mus- 
cles. Besides, you have to train, and 
It is only by constant practice that 
one can succeed in throwinj; one's half 
dosen grenades to sixty metres, with- 
in a radius of oiie metre. 

In this result, which constitutes my 
usual performance, I feel a 'certain 
pride tinged •with regret. How I wish, 
since we are f ighting .a match in teams 
— and what a match ,and what teams I 
—that all my co-teamers could also. In 
throwing, exceed sixty metres. There 
■would then be between the- Huns and 
ourselves In the same difference of 
play which exists in Rugby football 
between a Frengh team and the New 
Zeolanders, ' 

Our team captain would be a for- 
mldaiale '. giant, Ralph Rose. I have 
often thodght of him In our trenches, 
when people were going Into ecstasies 
over my prowess and my strength. X 
saw Wm again at Stockholm, where 
he competed for the last time, two 
years before the ■war, in the Olympic 
Gomes. In the midst of the world's 
best aAileUs — and for tesU of 
strength. ^ plelade of giants ^was ga-

10 centimeters taller thun anyone else, 
and yeti In an assembly, by 185 can 
hold Its own. HIa appearance was 
Imposina. The way he let ko, al- 
though we were in the habit of see- 
ing the spectacle of his strength, as- 
tounded U8 each time. Slow at the 
beginning of his throw, he was ex- 
tremely quick at the end, and his pro- 
digious vigor was allied to a scien- 
tific mastery of the sequence of ef- 
forts of suppleness, which has never 
been equalled. It wàs perfection it- 
self in the co-ordination of movements, 
In which all the muscles were In 
play, and in which the role of each of 
of them was so regulates as to yield. 
In speed or intensity, everything which 
could increase the power with which 
the leaden ball was sent. 

What exploits Ralph Rose ' would 
have accomplished to-day, in the 
trenches, with the grenade, which to 
me, seems so light, In his hands? 
Surely, if he had lived, if a devastat- 
ing sickness had not struck him at 
San Francisco. In the prime of his 
force, thQ year before the war, we 
should have seei^ him In the fore- 
most-ranks of the American* comba- 
tants, ranged under the Star Span- 
gledjBànner. The banner of the Stars 
dndi^l.Stripes, which he had so often 
led to victory in the games of the 
stadium to which the whole universe 
sent its champions, he would have 
wanted to lead to victory In this war 
in which America has ranged herself 
on our side. ,

Beneath his helmet, with all his 
equipment, formidable. dOminaUng 
all, what would Ralph Rose have done 
in the trenches, if he had been a 
grenade thrower? My very best and 
most successful throws barely exceed 
sivty-ftve metres. He would have 
beaten me, I am positive, by at least 
fifteen metres. Imagine the Hun 
trench eighty metres away, calm In 
the absolute certainty of being out of 
range of any projectile thrown by the 
men, and then think of him there! 
And' do not say that throwing the 
grenade is Just as much like throw- 
ing the Javelot as it is like throwing 
the weight, and that the last move- 
ment Is that of throwing the disc. 
Ralph Rose used to throw the disc. 
He had the strength, the knowledge.
